*“Drunkenness So Preva- 
lent That They Had to 
Wheelbarrow Drunks 
Away,” Asserts Witness. 


With Eugene R. Black, counsel for 
the citizens committee in the foun- 
ell investigation of the Atlanta po- 
lice having his rebuttal the inquiry 
woke up to its pristine liveliness 
last night when E. M. Maffett, su- 
perintendent of stock of the Atlan- 
tic Ice and Coal corporation, brought 
direct charges against the entire fo; 
lice department including Chief 
Beavers and Chief Poole of permit- 
ting the open operations of Nat Mcec- 
Whorter and his associated bbot- 
lefgers within a block and a half of 
the police station for a period of 
more than two years. 
| Maffett, pushed by questions, de- 
. clared that from his place of busi- 
| mess on the same block he had seen 
“Sdetectives Payne and West in the 
Place two or.three times a week; 
had seen other 
» with negroes outside of the resort 
‘while whisky patrons were going in 
and out of the place in streams; had 
seen a consignment of 65 gallons 
delivd#ed there at one time with the 
officer on the beat nearby “and his 
eyes were not shut as far as I couid 
aee’, explained, the. witness. 

No Action Taken. 

Chief Poodle, ‘hé asserted, was al- 
ways too busy to listen to his com- 
plaints about the condition and 
though he gave Chief Beavers the 
names of all] the negro violators, the 
place had continued in busin@gss 
without any noticeable interruption. 

On one occasion, he said,’ when 
Nat McWhorter had been arrested, 
hé was back at the resort in ten or 
fifteen — and gelling Jiquor 
at the old. stand. 

Drunkenness in the neighborhood, 
he described as so prevalent “that 
they’d have to wheelborrow the 
drunks away when they got too 
thick.” Jt was worse than any con- 
dition he had ever seen im the days 
of the open saloon. “Why sorme- 
times”, said Maffet, “the drunks 
would be eo thick around there on 
Saturdays and Sundays that the ne- 
groes would have to roll the men 
back in an alley to keep them from 
obstructing the sidewalk and I’ve 
seen fellows come out of the place 
early on Sumday mornings that 
looked like they had been sleeping 
under the house.” 

Blind Tigers, Were Bold. 

He declared that the negroes were 
@0 bold in selling whisky there that 
he feared for his life were he to 
appear as a witness against them, 
but had furnished the police with 
names and the methods used in mak- 
ing deliveries. The only raids, he 
eaid, that he ever saw on the place 
were on infrequent occasions when 
“officers would prowl] around there 
like they hunting for a snake and 
find nothing though the whisky de- 
liveries had been made only a few 
minutes béfore. 

“I finally got disgusted when I 
eaw that the police would do noth- 
ing when I knew that they could 
have remedied the situation just by 
going in and nailing up that ne-

Certain property had been assessed 
by the tax assessors at $500 a front 
foot, and Mr. Traylor appeatied to

MISS ISMA DOOLY 
DIES WEDNESDAY 


Funeral Services Will Be 
Conducted Friday Morn- 
ing From Sacred Heart 


Church. 


Miss Isma Dooly, for twenty- 
eight years connected with the 
woman's department of The Con- 
stitution. and for most of that time 
in charge of it, died Wednesday 
afternoon at 12:30 at St. Joseph's 
in firmary after a lingering illness 
of three months. She was attacked 
while at work at her desk in The 
Constitution building on Saturdayé 
February 12. Dr. W. S. Elkin was 
immediately summoned and. the 
trouble was diagnosed as angina 
pectoris. 

The funeral services of Miss 
Dooly will be conducted Friday 
morning at 10 o’clock from the Sa- 
cred Heart church, Rev. Father J. 
A. Horton officiating. The pallbear- 
Clark Howell, Sr., J. K. 
Ottley, Major Graham L. Johnson, 
W. E. Chapin, Francis W.° Clarke, 
Hughes Spalding, Dr. W. S. Elkin, 
John E. Murphy, J. W. Conway, 
James Alexander, Evelyn Harris and 
John D. Little. Interment will be 
at Oakland cemetery. 
Miss Dooly has been removed to 
the family apartments in the Geor- 
gian Terrace. 

Showed Slixht¢ Improvement. 

At intervals during the past three 
months Miss Dooly showed slight im- 
provement, but never at any time has 
she been entirely rational. The trou- 
ble was that the heart refused to 
supply either the brain or other or- 
gans with the necessary amount of 
blood to enable them to properly 
function. Her heart was fatally 
struck on February 12 and it never 
resumed its normal operation. The 
lungs and other organs became in- 
volved a few days ago and her 
condition was considered hopeless 
when this complication set in. 

Dr. Elkin stated yesterday that 
when he was first called to her he 
did not believe that she would live 
to reach her home at the Georgian 
Terrace and declared that her fight 
for life was one of the most re- 
markable he had ever known. Soon 
after she was first stricken Dr. El- 
kin called Dr. Bates Block and Dr. 
Stewart Roberts in consultation 
and these three physicians were in 
attendance continuously until her 


death. : 
Hundreds Call. 


Since having been stricken Miss 


Dooly was not permitted to see 
anyone except the members of her 
immediate family. Hundreds have 
called at the hospttal during her 
iliness to make inquiry about her 
and it is stated that no patient ever 
at St. Joseph's has received as many 
floral tributes as was ,sent her. 

The end came Deadhtully shortly 
after noon with the members of her 
family present. 

She was the adopted daughter of 
Mrs. Meta Dooly and the late Mar- 
tin H. Dooly, being a niece of Mrs. 
Dooly with whom she lived since 
infancy, and who survives her. 

Miss Loyise Dooly, Miss Lillian 
Flynn and Mrs. Clyde Haynes, of 
Atlanta, are her sisters, wnd she 
leaves one brother, Harry Flynn, 
of Atlanta. 

The death of Miss Dooly marks 
a passage of one of the south’'s 
fo&temost women. Known  naiion- 
wide as being among the most 
prominent of American newspaper 
women, she had extended the sccpe 
of her influence far into the civic 
and public life of southern wom .n 
and had done much to create a 
new and broader field in women's 
affairs.

Paris, May 11.—France wants Gen- 

eral George W. Goethals to come to 
this country, to make a Survey of 
her devastated regions, and to cre- 
ate a plan for their reconstruction. 

Louis Loucheur, minister of recon- 
struction, revealed this fact Wednes- 
day, when he ret the foreign cor- 
respondents to discuss the repara- 
tions and reconstruction situation. 

General Goethals, Loucheur de- 
clared, had been approached through 
the French ambassador at Washing- 
ton, and hope is held out that he 
will accept the task. 

“I consider Genéral Goethals the 
most remarkable engineer in the 
world,” Loucheur, said. “The invi- 
tation to him was one of my first 
acts: upon assuming office. The let- 
ter reached Goethals when he was 
sick. He replied modestly that we 
had plenty of French engineers wo 
were competent, but before coming 
he wanted to know just what he 


might be called upon to do. -4.#e- 


celved his reply on the eve of the 
London conference and have not had 
time to answer. But I shall write 
shortly, and I hope he will came, 
His letter expressed the most pro- 
found admiration for France, and 
was very, very gratifying.”

Henry Lincoln Johnson 
Will Be Given Federal 
Post in Some Other 
State.

Washington, D. C., May 10.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.) — At a 
meeting of the Slemp sub-committee 
of the republican national commit- 
tee today looking to a recognition 
of southern representation at the re- 
publican national conventions in the 
future, it was agreed that no negroes 
shall be appointed to federal] of- 
fices in the south. It was also 
agreed that Henry Lincoln Johnson, 
national committeeman from Geor- 
gia, shall be given a federal posi- 
tion outside of Georgia, but not 
within that state; that southern rep- 
resentation in congress:and in re- 
publican national conventions shall 
not be cut down, but that the party 
shall be built up to meet present 
representations, and that presiden- 
tial postmasters now in office shall 
hold their positions until their com- 
missions shall have expired and un- 
til their successors shall have been 
appointed under the rule of the pres- 
ident, issued yesterday. 

At the conference there were rep- 
resentatives of every faction in 
Georgia, including Johnson, Goree, 
Scott, Phillips, Greer and others, all 
contending for mastery in federal 
patronage control. National Chair- 
man Will Hays presided, and his 
words‘ to. the conference were sup- 
posed to be, as indeed accepted, as 
the official word of the white house. 

Two upstanding features of to- 
day’s developments are: 

Postal Developments. 

First, that presidential postmas- 
ters will not be remeved from office 
without cause until their terms of 
office have expired. That was 
made clear in the executive or-Jcr, 
issued by President Harding last

The 
very same. 

Schedule “K,” the wool schedule 
with the good old joker wliich az- 
sumes that it takes four poun4s of 
greasy wool to make two pounds’ 
and a half of clean wool, is heading 
Straight for the new tarilf bill, and 
unless there is a sti‘f tignt against 
it in the committee and on the iloor, 
schedule “K” will be reported from 
the house to the senate, where Sen- 
ator Penrose has a royal welcome 
for it. 

But schedule “K” is not the only 
tariff schedule written by the intcr- 
ests affected that is trying to get 
into the new tariff all the bill or- 
ganized industries of the .country 
are represented in Washington and 
the representatives of these inter- 
ests are having more to say about 
the tariff bill than is the tariff com- 
mission,* which is drawing $300,000 
every bieniam for the express pur- 
pose of collecting and assembling 
facts about the tariff for the con- 
gressional committees. 


Truth Net Wanted. 


Not that the tariff commission 
lacks facts; not that the facts are 
questioned; not that congress can- 
not get the truth from these facts, 
but the truth seems to be what cer- 
tain congressional leaders do not 
want. Says Mr. Fordney, of the 
house committee, to his own “ex- 
perts,” as he turns over to them 
the privilege seekers: 

“Boys, give them what they want, 
as near as you can.” 

Says Senator Penrose, chairman of 
the senate finance committee, quoted 
by the New York Journal of Com- 
merce: 

“I believe in the abolition of all 
the autocratic mushroom boards—all 
Wilson .boards—which arose during 
the war.”

Washington, May 11.—The senate 
late today passed the emergency 
tariff and antirumping bill, re- 
taining all amendments recommend- 
ed by the finance committee, but re- 
jecting those individually proposed. 

The vote was 63 to 28. . Seven 
democrats, Senators, Broussard, 
Louisiana; Jones, New Mexico; Ken- 
drick, Wyoming; Myers, Montana; 
Pittman, Nevada; Randall, Lousi- 
ana, and Sheppard, Texas, voted with 
the republicans in passing the bill. 
Another democrat, Ashurst, Arizo- 
na, who was absent was announced 
ag a supporter. Only one republi- 
can, Senator Moses, of New Hamp- 
shire, voted against the bill. 

As passed by the.senate the meas- 
ure differs ragically from the form 
in. which it was passed by. the house 
early in.the extra session and now 
in conference. The features of the 
bill were kept intact, the anti- 
dumping. and currency revaluation 
sections being entirely rewritten and 
the. provision adde@. for -continua- 
tion of.the war-time restrictions on 
dyestuffs, 

Attack By Democrats. 

Action by the senate came at the 
end of five hours of driving attack 
by democratic leaders. The latter, 
however, were not alone in their at- 
tempts to amend the mé@asure for 
several republicans made efforts to 
broaden the scope, only to see their 
amendments meet the same fate as 
those offered from the minority side 
of the chamber.

This action came after Irving 
Thomas had gone before the com- 
mission and asked them to wage a 
vigorous fight against the perma- 
nency of the injunction through 
further court action of its propo- 
nents. This was the regular month- 
ly meeting of the board? 

Commissioner Paul Etheridge said 
that the board had appropriated 
the money for the market and that 
the county attorney would repre- 
sent the county when the injunction 
case, brought by twenty truck grow- 
ers came up for trial, but he pointed 
out that the case would be tried on 


its legal merits by any judge in the 
court and there were no other steps 
for the commissioners to take. 

Ben R. Padgett, who stated that 
he is the real estate agent for the 
People who own the land that has 
been decided upon as the site for 
the market, asked the commiasion- 
ers if they could not appropriate 
$12,000 or $15,000 to pave Boaz street 
for a curb market and then appro- 
priate the rest of the original $42,- 
000 “after the injunction has been 
dissolved.” 

Commissioner Oscar. Mills stated 
that he did not think that the com- 
mission should be asked to do some- 
thing that was absolutely illegai and 
violated the temporary injunction 
granted by the court.

Damage by wind end hail was re- 
ported from all parts of the state in 
the wake of a severe thunderstorm 
which swept over Atlanta at 4 
o'clock Wednesday afternoon. Fall- 
ing trees, sagging high tension 
wires, and collapsing houses threat- 
ened many lives, and the property 
damage caused by the wind and hail 
is expected to run into large fis- 
ures. Atlanta felt a wind whose 
velocity was 56 miles an hour. 

Traffic was seriously impeded 
by uprooted trees and fallen poles, 
and telephone and telegraph service 
was interrupted by damage to the 
wires. In the negro sections of At- 
lanta, the street lights were out of 
commission for several hours after 
dark, and patrolmen were caution- 
ed to be more than usually alert for 
disorders in the darkness. 

While Cc. F, won Herrmann, the 
local weather forecaster, said the 
wind had steadied into a westerly 
breeze at night, which would bring 
fair weather today, the Washing- 
ton bureau’ predicted -continued 
Showers for Georgia. 


Hail Falis in Atlanta. 

Hail fell in many sections of At- 
lanta while the storm was at its 
height, and the wind gshrieked 
around the high buildings. The 
pelting rain drove pedestrans to 
shelter, which undoubtedly saved 
many from~frfery’and’ death from 
falling trees and signs. Two inches 
of hail was ‘réportéed from Hampton, 
between this city and Griffin, and a 
heavy hailstorm was experienced by 
the entire section of the state be- 
tween Atlanta and Macon. Crops 
damaged by hail have beén reported 
from many rural gections of the 
state. Hail broke many windows in 
Augusta.

In accepting the delay we 
wanted to give the world once more 
proof of our good will and patience 
But we demand that Germany dis- 
arm and pay.” 

Loucheur called the utilization of 
German labor for work of recon- 
struction as practicaily an impossi- 
bility. 

“Germany would have to pay her 
laborers in francs,” he declared, 
“since they would be unable to eat 
marks. Let her pay us in francs and 
we will find the labor elsewhere. Be- 
sides, the presence of German wer 
men in certain populous localities 
which knew the Germans during the 
war would be unacceptable.” 


Must Pay in Gold. 


The minister stressed the neces- 
sity of Germany’s paying in gold 
marks, foreign currency, or nego- 
tiable securities, 

“If it is only a question of paper 
marks.” he said, “plenty of Berlin 
printing shops could be accommo- 
dating enough. If the German bonds 
are absolutely guaranteed, however, 
by the time they are absorbed they 
might become a kind of interna- 
tional money. Germany can pay the 
billion gold marks due on June l. 
She has the money.

Situation Not Hopeless. 
But the situation is not at all

They are chiefly 
from the middle west and with their 
eastern banker allies these west- 
egy may make a_ respectable 
fight. 


The fight will probably hinge up- 
on the use of the tariff commis- 
sion. The reactionaries will insist 
upon schedules made by the manu- 
facturers, aided by the government's 
so-called exports. The liberals will 
demand a tariff bil) largely rec- 
ommended by the tariff commission, 
which has studied the problem as it 
affects the manufacturers, the deal- 
ers in Taw materials and the con- 
sumers. Such a tariff-making body 
is sure to get a fairer tariff than 
one made like schedule “K” in 1908 
“by men who Know exactly what 
they wanted.” 

War Restraining Force. 

The most powereful restraining 
force of all in tariff legislation will 
be the war. EH has left a world 
paralyzed with uncertainty. [t will 


be most difficult to set valucs in 
schedules - because inflated currancy 
in most European nations has made 
values in any Etropean country 
largely a matter of guess. Austria, 
Greece, Italy, the Slavic countries,

NEW TRIAL GRANTED 
TO ALLEGED SLAYER 


John Brown, Jr., was tried for 
murder in Warren county several 
months ago. At the noon recess the 
jury still was deliberating, so L. D. 
McGreagor, a prominent attorney 
who was defending Brown, went for 
an automobile ride. Shortly after 
court had convened for the after- 
noon session, the jury announced it 
had reached a verdict, but Brown's 
attorney had not returned. 

The judge selected an attorney in 
the courtroom and ordered him to 
represent the defendant while the 
verdict was received. He did not 
consult the wishes of Brown as to’ 
an attorney, and his desire to re- 
ceive the verdict. 

A verdict of guilty, with recom- 
mendation for mercy, was returned, 
and Brown was sentenced to life im- 
prisonment. Later, Mr. McGreagor! 


nepernes. and when he learned of 
te proceedings immediately filed a 
moticn for a new trial. The judge 
overruled the motion, and the case 
was carried to the supreme court 
of Georgia. 

Wednesday afternoon the court 
ruled in favor of the defendant. So 
John Brown, Jr., will once more face 
a jury. 

Another interesting decision was 
rendered by the court of appeals 
Wednesday afternoon, when it over- 
ruled Judge A. L. Bartlett’s appeal 
in a misdeméanor case. 

In the 1918 election for judge of 
the superior court in the Tallapoosa 
circuit, Judge Bartlett, of Dallas, 
was opposed by Judge F. A. Irwin, 
who was elected.

It is known that an invasion of the 
Ruhr valley by the allied froces 
would have been regarded by thé 
United States with deep concern, 
although the allies had been given 
assurance this country would stand 
with them Marked relief was indi- 
cated, howeevr, when it became evi- 
dent that Germany, by acceptance, 
had averted the adoption of such a 
measure. 

American economists appeared to 
be convinced of Germany's ability 
to meet the obligations imposed, and 
they professed to see in her. deci- 
sion promise of an economic revival 
that would cause a happy reaction 
throughout the world. 

With the highly controversial 
question presented by the allies in- 
sistence upon Germany's agreement 
to pay the fixed indemnities out of 
the way, it was indicated that the

FOR BIG MEET

The track and field triais uf 1921 
to be run off at the University of 
tue South—oetier Lnown as Se- 
wanee—triday and paturday after- 
noons, loom up as tne most pril- 
liant series of events ever held in 
the sOuth. ‘This year has been one 
of exceptional performances on the 
cinder tracKx for the soutnern col- 
leges and the teams 100K as strong 
as they did back in the pre-war 
days of ’1ls and ‘16 when so many 
of the present records were set up. 
" Tech, for instance, has three men 
in. Daves, Whelchel and Welch, who 
are strong coutenders for first hon- 
ors. Since S. lI. A. records are 
only, established in the association 
meets each spring, none of the 
marks set up thus far this season 
have any bearing on the old rec- 
ords. ‘Ihe javelin throw, for in- 
stance, stands at 144 feet 5 inches, 
as set up by Hammond last spring 
in the meet on Grant field, but has 
been bettered this year in half a 
dozen or more dual meets, 

Wheichel Supreme. 

Whelchel, of Tech, reigns su- 
preme in this event at present and 
his mark of 169 feet 6 inches, made 
in the Sewanee meet, betters any 
sort of performance ever seen in 
the south. Another weight event 
that is almost sure of toppling is 
the shot-put. In the Sewanee meet 
heaved it through 43 feet 
10 1-2 inches of space, or something 
over two feet further than ‘the pres- 
ent record. 

Tech backers look to Daves in 
the half-mile and Welch in the pole 
vault to shine out above the rest. 
Welch has already tied the southern 
record of 11 feet $8 1-2 inches and 
has yet to be pushed to his limit. 
Daves on the half is a demon for 
strength and endurance. His win- 
ning of the great 1,000-yard spe- 
cial at the Baltimore meet last Feb- 
ruary is not to be forgotten and 
Saturday afternoon will probably 
see him maneuver over the 880 yards 
in less than two minutes flat. 

There is one man in the hurdles 
who stands out supreme and that 
is Clare, of Kentucky. This speed- 
ster took two firsts here last year, 
breaking the low hurdle record and 
tying the high. He is reported go- 
ing stronger than ever this year, 
too, and the fast men of Sewanee 
and A. & M. will do well to run a 
strong second. 

Four Great Teams, 

Ay far as teams go, there are four 
outstanding ones in the southern 
territory. Georgia Tech, Louisiana 
State, Sewanee and Mississippi A. 
& M, are all regarded as dangerous 
contenders, and it is hard to pick 
a favorite at this stage of the game. 
The strength of all four teams lies 
more in their several star perform- 
ers than in the team as a whole. 
By virtue of two straight wins Se- 
wanee has a strangle-hold on the 
immense cup donated by the Tech 
Athletic association two years ago 
and a win this time will give them 
permanent possession.

ISMA DOOLY. 


Announcement of the death of 


no person in Georgia, man or wom- 
an, would perhaps be received 
with ‘more nearly universal re- 
gret, than that of Isma Dooly. 
This is a broad statement, but we 
make it advisedly. 

In many respects Isma Dooly 
was one of the most remarkable 
women ever produced by this 
state. 

She was known not only in 
every city, town and hamlet in 
Georgia, but her reputation as a 
woman worker was nationwide. 

For twenty-eight years she was 
connected with The Constitution, 
and it was largely through her in- 
fluence and activities that the 
womanhood ot Georgia was en- 
abled to gain the position it oc- 


cupies today in all affairs having | 


to do with the public welfare. 
She entered the service of The 


Constitution «.s, what was termed | 


in those days, a “society reporter.” 


After a few years her talent led: 


her into fields of broader and more 
substantia] action as regerds the 
sphere of woman. But teas and 
social finctic:s had to be report- 
ed, and The Constitution, having 
established the first “woman’s 
page” of any southern newspaper, 
gave her such assistance as she 
required to attend to the lighter 
details of woman’s activities while 
she devoted her energies very 
largely to the more practical work 
which was tien calling woman to 
the front to meet the obligations 
of substantial citizenship. 

She was one of the first women 
in Georgia to emphasize the pos- 
sibilities of woman’s participation, 
in an organized way, in steps for 
betterment of educational, 
health, philanthropic facilities and 
civic conditions generally. 

Year in and year out her ener- 
gies were directed along that line, 
and, perhaps, more largely to her 
efforts than to any other one in- 
fluence is to be attributed the or- 
ganization of the Federation of 
Women’s Clubs in Georgia. 

From the birth of that organiza- 
tion she was its confidante, its 
friend, its companion and its con- 
stant adviser. 

Women from all parts of the 
state came tuo her for counsel as 
to the prosecition of their organi- 
zation plans and work. 

There neve. has been an admin- 
istration in ciarge of the Georgia 
Federation of Women’s Clubs that 
has not leaned upon her for en- 
couragement.and support, and her 
chief work has been largely along 
that line.

Frequently, after a day’s 
work in her office she would con- 
tinue her work and conferences 
into the night, always having in 
mind the advancement of the 
practical side of womanhood by 
showing what it could do in con- 


general welfare. 

Ween she undertook this work 
it was largely a matter of theoreti- 
cal study on her part, but thought 
and theory soon begun to take 
practical form, and she had the 
satisfaction, before her death, of 
seeing woman fully enthroned in 
political power on a plane of 
equality with the manhood of the 
state—of seeing the women of 
Georgia working with the men to- 
ward the cummon welfare, and 
contributing to the solution of the 
great problems of the day a force 
which, in some lines of endeavor, 
will be even more effective in that 
in these special lines the intuition 
of woman is a better guide than 
the judgment of men. 

In her work Isma Dooly has 
built an everlasting monument to 
her memory. 

Viewed from the persona] stand- 
point, and regardless of her life- 
work, she was a woman of charm- 
ing personality and of unusual 
personal magnetism. 

She was stricken on February 
12, and for three months her con- 
dition has been practically hope- 
less. 

From every point of the state 
during that time the countless in- 
quiries and expressions of tender- 
est solicitude from both women 
and men in all walks of life, from 
the highest to the lowest—from 
many who did not even know her 
personally—gave, irrefutable’ evi- 
dence of the high esteem in which 
she was universally held.

HEALTH TALKS

SORE EYES AND VISION. 
Ordinary acute conjunctivitis (in- 
flammation of the membrane lining 
the eyelids and covering the eye- 


iven severe epidemie inflammation 
of the eyes (often called “pink 
eye’) does not. seriously impair 
vision. Injuries of the clear cover- 
ing of the sight (the cornea) from 
cinders or other foreign bodies or 
trom wounds, often leave serious 
impairments of vision, by reason of 
distortion of the cornea and the 
globe of the eye from scar tissue. 
The severe purulent or  pus- 
producing inflammation of the eyes 
of the new-born caused by gonor- 


thalmia neonatorum, if not prompt- 
ly and skilfully treated by the phy- 
sician or oculist, is likely to lead 
to blindness—this disease is the 
cause of the blindness in about one- 
fifth of all the blind in public in- 
stitutions—the innocent reap the 
punishment which the guilty par- 
ent has, for the moment, escaped. 
In certain parts of the country a 


very contagious, chronic, slowly 
progressive eye inflammation is 
prevalent, commonly called “red 
sore eyes,” “granulated eyelids” and 
known to physicians as trachoma, 
which always impairs vision more 
or less, and sometimes terminates in 
total blindness. In this condition 
there is usually more or less pain 
felt in the eyes, sensitiveness to 
light, sticking together of the eye- 
lids mornings and irritation of the 
lining of the lids. 

It must not be supposed that 
every obstinate lid inflammation in 
which the lids are called “granu- 
lated” is trachoma, for granulations 


occur in other eye inflammations 
which are not of serious import. But 
in districts where trachoma occurs, 
routine examination of school chil- 
dren by the health authorities or 
school physicians often’ reveals 
early or mild cases of trachoma 
among the children. 

Sometimes trachoma begins acute- 
ly, like ordinary conjunctivitis or 
sore eyes, and the trouble persists 
even after the usual duration (a 
few days) or ordinary conjunctiv- 
itis, and is not amenable to the 
simple remedies which relieve ordi- 
nary conjunctivitis, such as cold 
moist compresses and frequent 
bathing of the eyelids with boric 
acid solutions. 

Free hospitals for trachoma pa- 
tients have been established in Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, West Virginia 
and North Dakota, where the dis- 
ease happens to be especially fre- 
quent, through the interest of the 
United States public health service 
and the various state health depart- 
ments. Every health officer is pre- 
pared to give information about 
such free hospitals. 

The treatment for trachoma is 
usually surgical, and is carried out 
through a considerable perivd, so 
that some sort of arrangement must 
be made for prolonged supervision 
of the patient 

The disease is probably spread 
through personal contact with one 
having trachoma, and also by the

of Europe many years ago, before 
the present rigid eye examination of 
immigrants at the seaport became 
so efficient in detecting and ex- 
cluding those who had evidences of 
trachoma. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Drugs Are Necessary. 

I was giad to read your article 
in which you told of the aselessness 
of strychnine. It is refreshing to 
find one medical man with enough 
sense and honor to tell the truth 
about drugs. 

ANSWER—I've never asserted 
that strychnine is useless. I did say 
that it is unwise for laymen to 
trifle with such a drug, and that it 
certainly doesn't add strength to 
the body. At the present time I am 
administering strychnine and other 
drugs to a patient who is dear to 
me. I am a thorough believer in the 
value of drugs—intelligently em- 
ployed. Please do not misunderstand 
me when I refer only to the indis- 
criminate use or abuse of drugs by 
persons ignorant of their action or 
effects. 

Potassium Iodide. 

Is iodide of potassium harmful! to 
the system if taken for a somewhat 
extended period to enrich and re- 
vitalize the blood of a person who 
is weak and has that “all in” kind 
of feeling? (F. B.) 
| ANSWER—Potassium todide 
doesn't enrich or vitalize the blood. 
It rather tends to destroy blood 
cells. It is certainly unwise to take 
potassium iodide over a lengthy 
period unless under the direction of 
your physician. 

Wetting the Hatfr. 

Is it bad for the hair to wet it 
with water every time one brushes 
it? If so, what can be used to make 
on Ow os lie down and behave? 

ANSWER—Yes. Better uSe a lit- 
tle oil. Liquid petrolatum is good. 
Or sesame oil, in each ounce of 
which five grains of powdered ben- 
zoin and three drops of absolute 
alcohol have been digested for three 
hours over a water bath, is still 
better. A few drops of such oil 
[every day should keep the hair in 
manageable condition.

The various activities .of the 
government, leaving the debt out of 
account, will cost $40,000,000,000 an- 
nually for the next two or three 
years, and it is considered impossi- 
ble to levy the added billions need- 
ed for debt retirement. 

Congress is now having difficulty 
to devise taxes sufficient to provide 
revenue for the current operations 
of the government, without impos- 
ing hardships. 

We will have to refund the obli- 
gations coming through a new bond 
issue,” Chairman Fordney, of the 
house ways and means committee 
told the writer. “There is no way 
they could be met by taxation.”

“Whereas the method of buying 
and selling cotton and grain for 
future delivery. as conducted in the 
established boards of trade and cot- 
ton exchanges is a great economic 
system, reducing the costs of han- 
dling the cotton ana grain crops, 
furnishing ready markets therefore 


and price insurance by means of 
which growers are protected from 
result of violent fluctuations and, 

“Whereas without guch system, 
the disposition of such crops would 
be monopolized in the hands of a 
few powerful interests to the se- 
rious detriment of the farmers of 
this country; therefore, 

“Be it resolved, That this con- 


| vention views with alarm any dis- 


position of national legislative 
bodies to place restrictions on the 
free and unlimited marketing of 
Srain, cotton and other farm prod- 
ucts and on the future contract 
business through which their value 
and usefulness may be circumscrib- 
ed or abolished. ° 

“Resolved further, Tnat copies 
of this preamble and resolution be 
forwarded by the secretary of this 
convention to the senators and rep- 
resentatives at Washington.” 

This association represents the 
economic life of the twenty-seven 
States of the great basin, and its 
purpose is to secure economic free- 
dom for the people of that region. 

While exchange gambling is not 
looked upon with favor in its true 
Significance, it is not the purpose 
of this congress to stop by legis- 
lation trading in futures, or so 
regulate such trading that the same 
Will be impossible in the future.

Atlanta’s financial condition, 
which may force her public schools 


to close this fall, was discussed b 
municipal officials, civic and > Bae 
mercial leaders gathered Wednes- 
day morning at city hall. 

Mayor Key and City Comptroller 
B. Graham West told those present 
that there is only one way left open 
for the city to avert closing the 
schools, and that is for the legisla- 
ture to grant the city’s request for 
an increase in the ad valorem tax 
rate from $1.25 to $1.50. 

That an increase is necessary was

agreed to by the majority of the 
leaders in attendance. 

Superintendent Dykes declared 
that the 22 per cent of the city’s 
revenue received by the schools is 
not nearly enough for efficient op- 
eration of the system. 

“The average among 47 cities in 
the United States,” said Mr. Dykes, 
“is 35 per cent, and Atlanta cer- 
tainly should have that much. We 
must pay our teachers’ salaries and 
we must carry on operations. Last 
year a school burned down, taking 
money which we needed for rebuild- 
ing. This year we had the greatest 
increase 
have ever experienced.” 

Ivan E. Allen, president of the Re- 
tail Merchants’ association, took the 
position that the people of Atlanta 
are already tax-ridden. 

“As usual,” said Mr. Allen, “we 
have been consulted too late to do 
anything. If we had been consult- 
ed at the beginning of the year, we 
might have solved the situation 
then. I think there are a number of 
places where we could have cut ap- 
propriations at the beginning of the 
year. I think there are too many 
policemen in Atlanta and other de- 
partments carrying appropriations 
which are too heavy.”

It was built 
by John Neal, the grandfather of 
Mrs. Manry, and she was born in 
the room which was afterwards 
used as an assembly hall, the origi- 
nal Browning Hall of the Girls’ 
High school. When Mrs. Manry 
was only a few weeks old, 4he 
federal army advanced so rapidly 
upon Atlanta that the family was 
forced to leave the town.

Would Probe Monopoly. 

The Utah senator, after passage 
of the measure, announced he would 
offer a resolution in the senate soon 
to investigate the monopoly which 
he said existed and had now been 
permanently entrenched by the sen- 
ates action. 

There were successive attempts by 
some of the democrats who favored 
the measure to increase rates on 
particular commodities. Senator 
Ashurst, democrat, Arizona, made a 
particularly hard fight to raise the 
rate On long-staple- cotton from 7 
cents, as fixed in the bill, to 20 cents. 
His amendment was rejected, 74 to 
‘. Senator Jones, democrat. New 
Mexice, sought to have the bill in- 
clude hides within the scope of its 
protection, and drew ferth the 
largest vote favoring the change 
that was recorded on any amend- 

It was defeated, however, 


The Jones amendment was given 
support by Senator Bursum, repub- 
lican, also of New Mexico, who, in 
his maiden speech in the senate. de- 
clared that cattle hides were selling 
for “a dollar apiece, and it takes a 
wagon load of them to pay for a 
pair of shoes.” 


Harrison Amendment. 

Senator Harrison, democrat, Missis- 
sipi, in a final onslaught on the bill, 
challenged its republican supporters 
astothe sincerity of their desire to 
help the farmers. He then offered 
an amendment which wou]Jd have 
exempted from the application of 
the anti-dumping section all farm- 
ing implements and other equip- 
ment used by the farmers. The 
Mississippi senator contended that 
such change would materiajy aid the 
farmers. His proposition was re- 
jected without a record vote. 

The following were selected to 
represent the senate in conference 
withthe house: Chairman Penrose, 
of the finance committee, and Sen- 
ators McCumber, North Dakota, and 
Smoot, Utah, republicans, and Sim- 
mons Williams, Mississippi, demo- 
crats. It was deemed unlikely that 
attempts to iron out the diffegenecs 


begin before Friday. 

As passed by the senate, the bill 
is to be effective for six months, by 
which time it is hoped the perma- 
nent tariff law, now being tramed 
by the house ways and means com- 
mittee. will have been enacted into 
law. It provides rates of duty on 
wheat, corn, peanuts, potatoes, rice.

Currency Revaluation, 


In addition to the tariff provi- 
sion, the bill carries an anti-dump- 
ing section designed to check the in- 
flux of cheaply-manufactured for- 
eign goods. Provision ts made for 
the inspection of foreign exporters 
books to determine costs where 
necessary for the assessment of du- 
ties. The present war-time control 
of importations of dyestuffs contin- 
red. and the war trade heard sec: 


tion of the state department now 
handling that work is transferred 
to the treasury. 

Provision is made for the revalu- 
ation of all foreign currency On the 
basis of “buying rates” of exchange, 
as quoted onthe daily market. The 
New York Federal Reserve bank is 
designated as the agency to deter- 
mine the “buying rates” and to cer- 
tify them to the secretary of the 


f treasury. 


Commodity Rates. 

The bill, as passed by the senate, 
includes the following commodity 
rates of duty;

Bergdoll’s Guard 
Describes Escape 


To House Probers 


Washington, D. C., May 11. — In 
giving a first-hand account of the 
escape of Grover Cleveland Berg- 
doll, the Philadelphia draft dodger, 
Sergeant John O’Hare, who was in 
command of the escort which start- 
ed out with Bergdoll! from Gover- 
nor’s island for the mountains of 
Maryland, told the house investigat- 
ing committee today that he had 
never heard a word about the buried 
pot of gold until long after the pris- 
oner had fled, 

O'Hare was positive in the asser- 
tion that when he startefl out for 
the mountains the only instruction 
he received from Colonel John E, 
Hunt, his superior officer, was to 
proceed with the prisoner to Ha- 
gerstown, Md., get sotke money from 
a bank, take it to another bank at 
Philadelphia, and return to the bar- 
racks. 

There were no written orders ex- 
cept to stop off at North Philadel- 
phia, meet the late D. Clarence Gib- 
boney, Bergdoll’s lawyer, and there- 
after be guided by what Gibboney 
said, the witness declared, wjth 
some emphasis, in relating his part 
in the whole affair. O’Hare declared 
he wanted to Handcuff his prisoner, 
but that Hunt refused. 


Attorney’s Orders. 


It was by Gibhoney’s order, he 
said, that the party halted at Phil- 
adelphia, went for a long automo- 
bile ride, with Bergdoll at the 
wheel, visited a burlesque show and 
stopped at the Bergdoll home, from 
which the prisoner escaped. 

The sergeant told how Bergdoll, 
who had evaded the draft for a 
couple of years, was sent from the 
island in the full uniform of an en- 
listed man, with a hat cord indi- 
cating that he belonged to the in- 
fantry branch of the service; how 
he had sat in the train from New 
York to Philadelphia without utter- 
ing a word, and chewing tobacco all 
the while. 

Step by step he told of various 


moves, up to the moment when Berg- 
| doll walked into a bath room to an- 
i'swer the telephone. He was never 
seen after that, and to this day, the 
sergeant said, he does not know how 
he got out. Except for that sin- 
gle moment, he declared. the pris- 
oner was never out of his sight.

SUSPENDED StREDULES 
UN RATES CANGELED 


Washington, May 11.—Suspended 
schedules proposing substitution of 
a 35 per cent for a 33 1-3 per cent 
increase in class and commodity 
rates between eastern and southern 
territory and the southwest were 


ordered canceled today by the in- 
terstate commerce commission. 

The commission sustained in- 
creases proposed between points in 
the southewest and points in de- 
fined territories east of the Indiana- 
Tilinois state line and the Mississip- 
pi river, Cairo and South, originally 
established and which, before the 
rate increases of 1920 were main- 
tained on the basis of the lowest 
combination of local rates to and 
from the Mississippi river crossings 
or other rate-basing points. 

On traffic between the southwest 
and points in the defined territories 
located in the eastern group, the 
commission said, the result of the 
increases would be an addition over 
the rates in effect before the gen- 
eral increase of approximately 1 2-3 
per cent in the hauls between the 
southwest and St. Louis, and of 6 2-3 
per cent in the haul between St.

Allies and Poles 
Continue Fighting, 
Despite Agreement 


Oppeln, May 11.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Fighting is con- 
tinuing in MRatibor, Kosel and 
Rosenberg, despite the fact that 
Adalbert Korfanty, leader of the in- 
surgent Poles, has agreed that the 
Polish forces will “observe an ar- 
mistice during conversations” look- 
ing to a settlement of the trouble 
in upper Silesia.

Daniel Kresyrski, the Polish con- 
sul general here, said today that 
the Polish forces probably had not 
heard of Korfanty’s agreement ow- 
ing to faulty communications, and 
would cease fighting when they 
knew of it.

Washington, May 11.—Indications 
that the proposal to create a de- 
Partment of public welfare will not 
have smooth sailing through con- 
&ress were furnished today at ini- 
tial hearings by senate and house 
education committees on the pend- 
ing Kenyon bill, which embodies the 
principles of such a department as 
indorsed by President Harding and 
as worked out at his direction by 
Brigadier General C. E. Sawyer, his 
personal physician. 

General Sawyer, who appeared to 
outline the proposal, was subjected 
to extensive questioning by mem- 
bers of the two committees, who 
wanted to know if the consolidation 
of the educational, socal and hu- 
manitarian bureaus of the govern- 
ment would not add to the number 
of government employees and to 
governmental expenditures. 
president’s physician replied, con- 
tending that through elimination of 
duplication, both the number of em- 
Ployees and the expense would be 
reduced, and prdmised the committee 
figures to substantiate his asser- 
tions. 

The most pronounced opposition, 
however, came from supporters of 
the proposal] to establish a depart- 
ment of education. Representative 
Towner, republican, Iowa, author of 
the department of education bill, 
argued that the educational forces 
of the country would not be satisfied 
with a division of edueation in a 
department of public welfare.

Use of Poison 
Gasses at Sea 


Will Be Tested 


— 


Washington, D. C., May 11.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—The use of 
poisonous gases against naval ves- 
sels under simulated battle condi- 
tions wilk be tested for the first time 
during bombing experiments to be 
conducted off the Atlantic coast be- 
ginning June 21, while army and 
navy aerial forces are co-operating 
in an effort ta demonstrate the ef- 
fectiveness of aerial bombs against 
modern naval vessels, the chemical] 
warfare service of the army will be 
launching a poison gas attack from 
the air against one or more war- 
ships in an attempt to show that 
the navy must immediately build up 
a defense against a new and terri- 
ble enace-—asphyxiation. 

Under present plans, the ship to 
be gassed will have a crew. aboard. 
Non-explosive bombs filled with 
“tear gas” will be dropped and 
every man On board the vessel will 
be required to keep within the pro- 
tected areas and wear a gas mask. 

Officers of the chemical welfare 
service believe that by using a gas 
of intolerable concentration, that is 
of sufficient strength to incapaci- 
tate, but not to kill, the service can 
prove its, contention that in the 
next war battleships must be made 
literally airtight to protect the 
crews. 

Co-operate for Defense. 


The chemical welfare service and 
the navy department are co-operat- 
ing in conducting experiments inthe 
use of toxic gases at sea and in 
building up adequate defenses to 
protect American sai&ors in the next 
war. AS a result of these experi- 
ments important changes may be 
made in the design of new ships and 
of some already.-under construction 
but not yet far advanced. 

The “tear gas” which the chem- 
ical warfare service proposed to use 
in the coming tests is known to 
chemists as brombenzyl-cyanide. 
The mixture is intolerablee to the 
eyes, but is not, dangerous. The 
significance of its effects on the bat- 
tleship personnel, army officers as- 
sert, will lie in the fact that it is 
of a concentration and persistence 
}exactly similar to the instantly fa- 
al gases which the chemical war- 
fare service is prepared to use 
against a hostile navy in time of 
war. 

It was pointed out today by army 
officers that the ventilating systems 
of all warships was based on a suc- 
tion systém drawing air through 
tubes to every part of the vessel. 
This system, they declared, would be 
the chief ally of an enemy gas at- 
tack, sucking into every nook and 
corner of the vessel the deadly gases 
introduced into the ship by deck- 
piercing shells dropped from air- 
craft. Gases already prepared and 
in stock are of such deadly mixture, 
the officers declare, that one whiff 
will kill almost instantly. 

“Toxic Smoke” Latest. 

The chemical warfare service has 
also developed, it was learned, an- 
other deadly weapon to be used in 
naval warfare in the future. It is 
a “toxic smoke” called diphenyl- 
chlorarsine. It is designed to be 
used in place of the smoke screen 
heretofore laid down by destroyers 
to shield the main fleet of the enemy. 

This “toxic smoke” consists of 
dense poisonous dust clouds design- 
ed to be liberated on the surface 
ofthe sea through bombs and smoke 
boxes placed to windward of the 
enemy force. The poison dust will 
be drawn into the ventilating sys- 
temof the hostile ships, the offi- 
cers assert, with particularly deadly 
effect. It has not been decided 
whether the “toxic smoke” princi- 
ple, using non-deadly ingredients, 
will also be given a trial during the 
coming tests. 

A third innovation the chemical 
warfare service is working on is the 
development of a system of placing 
a smoke screen over a fleet by the 
use of smoke bombs attached to Par- 
achutes and dropped from aircraft, 
or similar bombs fired into the air 
from gunsonthe vessels. A smoke 
or gas is being developed for this 
use that will hover in the air two or 
three hundred feet above the ships. 


Application in Doubt. 


Naval officers admit they are con- 
cerned over the application of 
chemical science in war on the Sea. 
At the annual chemical warfare serv- 
ice dinner held here recently, Rear 
Admigal W. S. Smith, in charge of 
patents and inventions at the navy 
department, frankly declared that 
the navy was not nearly so 
concerned over the prospect be- 
ing “blownout of the water” by 
aerial bombs as it was over the 
development of poison gases as an 
offensive weapon against sea craft. 

A careful study of the entire sub- 
ject is being made at the navy de- 
partment. 
ticularly interested in a report this 
week to the effect that all the de- 
stroyers of one of the great powers 
have been provided with two boxes 
to be kept in the firerooms at all 
times. one to generate dense clouds 
of deadly poison gas through the 
smokestacks, and the other to de- 
velop an unusually dense and ef- 
fective smoke _ screen. 

The first of the bombing tests 
against naval vessels will be con- 
ducted jointly by army and navy 
aircraft on June 21, against one of 
the ex-German submarines, it was 
announced at the navy department 
today. 

After the aerial attack on the sub- 
marine, the flyers of the two serv- 
ices will bomb the ex-German 
cruiser Frankfurt. the ex-German 
battleship Ostfriesland\iand a num- 
ber of former German submarines 
and destroyers. Live bombs will be 


used against these vessels. In addi- 
tion, the combined aerial forces will 
attack the radio-controlled battle- 
ship Iowa with dummy bombs to 
develop the accuracy factor. An ob- 
solete battleship, probably the Ala- 
bama or Kearsarge, will be used for 
such experiments. 


HOUSE’ ARMY MEASURE 
IS SENT TO SENATE 


Washington, May 11.—The army 
appropriation bill, passed by the 
house yesterday, was sent to the 
senate military committee today for 
study. An attempt probably will 
be made by that committe, it was 
said, to increase the number of en- 
listed men about the 150,000 pro- 
vided for by the house. At the 
last session the senate favored a 
force of 175,900, although it subse- 
quently consented to 156,000 in con- 
ference with the house. Secre- 
tary Weeks has recommended an 
enlisted strength of 168,000. 

The bill passed by the house yes- 
terday carries $320,000,000 as com- 
pared with $343.000,000 provided in 
the measure passed at the last ses- 
sion. The present strength of the 


army is about 230,000 men.

The fall was not of suf- 
ficient duration to seriously injure 
growing crops. Here and there 
some damage was done, principally 
among flower beds. 


Macon, Ga., May 11.—A_ violent 
wind and electrical storm, accom- 
panied by rain and hail today swept 
over Georgia.

At Hampton, between Atlanta and 
Griffin, two inches of hail was re- 
ported, and hai] fell all the way 
from Atlanta to Macon on the Cen- 
tral of Georgia railroad.

STEPS ARE TAKEN 
10 AD BATTALION 


Steps to raise additional men 
necessary to bring the proposed At- 
lanta national guard battalion upto 
the required strength were taken at 
a meeting of the chamber of com- 
merce committee Wednesday after- 
noon. Several heads of banks, cor- 
porations and other institutions 
present agreed to discuss with their 
directors the advisability of offer- 
ing special inducements to those 
employers who would enlist. Walter 
Foote, chairman of the committee, 
presided. 

The following were present: J. A. 
McCord, of the Federal Reserve 
bank; W. T. Parkerson,~-Fourth Na- 
tional bank; James Dinwiddie, At- 
lantic Ice and Coal company; Mar- 
Shall George, Southern Telephone 
company, and Fitzhugh Knox, rep- 
resenting the junior chamber of com- 
merce. 

Mr. Foote, in outlining the status 
of the situation, said that three com- 
panies had already been recruited, 
but in order to havea battalion, four 
complete companies were required, 
recruited to a minimum personnel of 
fifty-seven men and officers. Since 
the first three companies are as- 
sured, the question involved in the 
raising of additional men to com- 
plete the fourth, necessary for the 
formation of a battalion. 

Two Alternatives. 


‘Unless we can recruit these men,” 
he said, “there are two alternatives 
confronting us, viz., the total aban- 
donment of the entire project, or 
the bringing of a company from 
some other city to complete the bat- 
talion. It appears to me it@would 
}be a matter of civic pride ‘to the 
people of Atlanta not to want this 
latter.” 

Alhough 10 men are needed, up- 
wards of 250 are desired, Mr. Foote 
declared, in order to bring the com- 
plement of each company to 87, 
which it is expected will be extend- 
ed to 100. 

An interesting feature of the sit- 
uation was brought out by Mr. 
Foote, when he declared that, since 
Germany had agreed to accept the 
allied demands, he anticipated the 
state of war at present technically 
existing between thé United States 
and Germany to be terminated with- 
in 60 or 90 days, and then, he de- 
clared, “the laws goverrning the 
handling of military organizations 
prohibit the using of regular United 
States troops in state disturbances.” 

Men May Be Needed. 

In case of a riot, or other emér- 
gency in Atlanta, he said, there 
would be no means of quelling the 
uprising, as at any minute the gar- 
risons at present stationed here are 
likely to be removed or _ discon- 
tinued. 

A resolution was adopted provid- 
ing for a visit by a committee dur- 
ing the coming week to the heads 
of the citys’ largest banks, corpagra- 
tions and totheir institutions for the 
purpos® of securing statements 
from each individually regarding 
their sentiments on offering special 
inducements to those of their em- 


ployees desiring to join the militia. 

It was pointed out that thousands 
of youne men, between the ages of 
18 and 30, were employed at these 
places, but that there had recently 
been a discouraging attitude on the 
part of employers regarding their 
employees’ enlistment in any mili- 
tary organization. 


RETURN HERO’S BODY 


Remains of Frank Hunt to Be 
Sent to Parents’ Home. 


Juliette, Ga., May 11.—(Special.)— 
The body of Frank M. Hunt, Com- 
pany A. Fifty-first machine gun 
battalion, Rainbow division, who 
was killed in battle in France, will 
be returned to his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. T. J. Hunt, of Milner, Ga., ac- 
cording to an anmouncement by the 
war department. He was a member 
of the division which recently met 
in Macon. He enlisted in the army 
August 15, 1917. He had been a 
conductor in the employ of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia Railway company. 
He lived in Macon. 

On July 28, 1918, he was killed 
the first and only member of Al 
Sinah Temple, Shriners, to die in 
France. He was also a Knigeht 
Templar. It is understood that the 
ratiroad brotherhoods have launch- 
ed a movement to erect a monument 
to his memory. 


FISH IN PONDS FOUND 
DEADLY TO MOSQUITO 


Thomasville, Ga., May 11.—S8. F. 
Hildebrand, of the bureau of fish- 
eries, department of commerce, with 
Lieutenant Ole, a leader in national 
mosquito eradication work, have 
been inspecting various ponds 
around Thomasville with a view of 
finding out what has been accom- 
plished in the wav of mosquito 
control by ‘placing fish in the 
ponds. They say they are pleased 
with the results. 

Fish were also put in some of the 
open wells_ by Commissioner of 
Health ScW@eiber, and in all cases 
the mosquitoes have disappeared. 
Some of the wells showed mosqui- 
toes being produced about a month 
ago, but since being stocked with 
the fish repeated inspections have 
shown no more mosquitoes, the fish 
javing apparently dined very free- 
ly upon a diet of the insect, thus 
| eradicating them.
